Relief 
Must Wait 


Residents will have to bear 
with the mosquito problem for 
this year with the promise of 
some possible remedial action 
in 1973. 

That was the decision reached 
by the Selectmen Monday night 
who concluded, after discussion 
with experts in the field, that 
little could be done this year, 
but planning for next year should 
be initiated. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin outlined “or the select- 
men and a group of concerned 
residents, some of the findings 
made through studies since the 
meeting of two weeks ago when 
petitions seeking relief from the 
mosquito problem were pre- 
sented. 

Austin said that on a short 
range basis, emergency funds 
would oe required to do any 
spraying this year. In addition, 
the chemicals now allowed donot 
have residual effect, thus are 
useless after a 24-hour period. 

On a long range basis, joining 
the Essex County Mosquito Con- 
trol project would cost the town 
about $18,000 - $20,000 per year. 
This program would be initiated

German wine labels are the 
most precise and informative 
in the world. Each label will 
generally tell the prospective 
buyer the region, village, 
vineyard and grape type the 
wine was made from, the 
vintage year, the relative 
quality of the wine, the pro- 
ducers name, often listing 
other vineyards in which this 
same producer has ownership. 
But, to the uninitiated, all this 
information represents acon- 
fusing array of unintelligable 
terms often leading to Lieb- 
fraumilch, the only German 
wine everyone’ seems to 
understand. 

The wine differs per- 
ceptably, often dramatically, 
region to region so that this 
information is basically 
essential to any purchase of 
German white wines. Further 
since each village has rela- 
tively different soil and 
climate from others even in 
the same region it too is 
important. It shouldbe pointed 
out that since the German 
village name always takes the 
adjectival ending -er; a wine

Collatos Is

Conference 


Increasing numbers of 
veterans must depend on private 
long-term health care facilities 
because new construction of 
veteran hospitals has not been 
forthcoming, Charles Collatos of 
Andover, Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services, told the 23rd 
annual convention of the Mass- 
achusetts Federation of Nursing 
Homes at Hyannis. 

‘‘As the veteran population be- 
comes older, there is increased 
agitation that the federal govern- 
ment provide facilities to care 
for this segment of the popula- 
tion, but new construction has 
not been forthcoming,’’ Collatos 
said, 

‘Utilization of Nursing Home 
care is a fact of life and an 
important part of a medical as- 
sistance program. It isthe major 
requirement of a_ significant 
number of medical assistance 
recipients and a basic reason 
for the existence of medical as- 
sistance programs. The pro- 
grams exist to help ill and infirm, 
among others. 

‘‘Those of us who are in any 
way responsible for their wel- 
fare cannot ignore their needs. 
Nor can we ignore the responsi- 
bility to them andto the public for 
meeting their needs with the 
greatest possible efficiency inthe 
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use of public funds, compatible 
with good care of the sick and 
helpless, so the importance of 
making the best possible use of 
Nursing Home _ services is 
obvious,” Collatos noted. 

The Commissioner said there 
is close communication with 
veterans in Nursing Homes. ‘‘We 
exercise our responsibility for 
continuously keeping in close 
touch with the patient so as to

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Stroke Attacks Without Warning 


Stroke, the nation’s third 


' largest cause of death, appears 


to spring out from nowhere and 
attack its victims without any 
warning. : 
But new evidence reveals 
certain characteristics of the 
stroke-prone person, says the 
Northeast Chapter, Massachu- 


setts Heart Association. It adds 
that often there are symptoms to 
warn that a stroke is on the way. 

They take the form of ‘‘little 
strokes.’’ Because they may last 
only a few seconds, or at most a 
few days, they areoftenignored 
by the victim. These symptoms 
are: 


Bronx Zoo A Miracle | 


Perhaps you’ve noticed that 
zoos seldom exhibit perching 
birds, such as bluebirds or red- 
headed woodpeckers. 

If you’ve ever tried to keep 
birds like that alive in captivity, 
you’ll understand why. For one 
thing, they will not eat. In fact, 
they tend to sit on their perches 
and wind down like an untended 
clock.-Some day, often quite soon, 
you find them feet up in the bot- 


_ tom of the cage. 


What makes the new World of 
Birds building at the Bronx Zoo 
a minor miracle is the fact that 
engineering and technology there 
have overcome avian lassitude. 
The result is an exhibition of 
birds seldom kept in zoos and 
on a scale probably unequalled 
anywhere. At an expense of $4 
million financed by Mrs, Lila 
Wallace of Reader’s Digest, the 
World of Birds is a world in 
which birds are so. well 
acclimated that many now are 
breeding. 

To achieve the harmony that 
keeps birds happy and eating, the 
World of Birds -- which opened 
to the public in late June -- is 
an orchestrated complex with 
controls as involved as acompu- 
ter console. It controls the 
temperature and humidity for 
25 different climates, ranging 
from desolate desert to dripping 
tropical rain forest. Thus the 
birds that find any one of these 
ecological niches to their liking 
live happily. 

While we were going through 
the World of Birds, we were 
caught in atropical thunderstorm 
that barely missed us. One heard 
at first the distant rumble of 
thunder and noted a gradual 
darkening of the sky. There were 
flashes of lightning, a gentle 
beginning of rain -- and then a 
torrential rainstorm pounded the 
jungle. We were standing on a 
bridge at treetop level. Birds of 
the tropical rain forest were free 
and flying around us. As the storm 
developed, birds of the rain forest 
became exhilarated. Each 
species began doing its thing. 
Those that fly in the rain darted 
about. Others perched beneath 
sheltering branches. All were 
responding as though they were 
‘*home’’ in the jungle. 

Fortunately, the storm was 
engineered so that the downpour 
hits the forest but misses the 
bridge spectators stand on. , 

It is the World of Birds’ ability 
to re-create the actual conditions 
of weather and climate that 
enables the three-quarter acre 
building to keep alive andnatural 
some 550 birds of 200 species. 
Except in those ‘‘climates’’ to 
regorous for machinery to keep 
in balance -- for instance, a 
desolate desert climate of the 
Australian outback -- the birds 
live free and seemingly wild, 
without screens or glass 
separating them from spectators. 
Since climate conditions are 
ideal in the display area, the 
birds prefer to remain within it, 
rather than flying out into the 
hallway. 

There are two species in the 
World of Birds that have proved 
troublesome as exhibits. Want 
to guess what two? They are the 
common starlings and house 


sparrows that live closestto man 
of all birds. In their exhibit 
space, starlings and house spar- 
rows prefer to perch above the 
observation window, hidden from 
the public. 


Bees Are 


Energetic 


Things 


Considering the amount of work 
bees do in making honey it seems 
a shame that we cheat them. 

As a matter of fact, the squad- 
rons of pollinating insects now at 
work burn energy at full draft 
getting around from flower to 
flower. From the standpoint of 
150-pound-plus animals, which 
we mostly seem to be, the energy 
consumed by a honey bee may 
measure at Lilliputian levels. 
But, if one were to weigh a bee 
in a balance scale, postage 
stamps would create the proper 
balance, not stones. Whichthrows 
us into the realm of relativity. 

In the functions of life, bees, 
moths, butterflies and humming- 
birds have a lot more riding on 


. their wings than the simple satis- 


faction of hunger. Bees not only 
eat but also store food for another 
generation. And the whole group 
of pollinators, while they 
probably do not realize it, must 
pollinate flowers to guarantee 
another generation of their food 
plants. 

So the pollinator’s problem be- 
comes multiple. It must find 
flowers that produce nectar and 
pollen. It must find them in 
enough profusion that the nectar 
keeps them fueled so that they 


can move from flower toflowerof - 


the same species and spread 
pollen, And they must while work- 
ing find enough food to maintain 
them in off hours. To do this, 
they must be choosy and some- 
what specialists in the flowers 
they visit. 

In comparison, a bumblebee 
flies from flower to flower, but 
when actually gathering nectar 
the bumblebee walks on the flower 
rather than hovering beside it as 
a sphinx moth does. 

Scientists have measured the 
energy expenditure of the nectar- 
gathering sphinx moth as 140 
times greater than the fuel con- 
sumption of a bumblebee walking 
over the flower. The difference 
makes it economically possible, 
in terms of energy, for the 
bumblebee to gather the tiny 
droplets from a multi-flower 
spray of spirea and keep alive. 
Because of the greater energy 
expenditure of hovering, the hum- 
mingbird or sphinx moth would 
burn up fuel faster than it 
gathered it while visiting a 
spirea, Thus, the hovering polli- 
nator who attempted to live on 
spirea nectar would starve. 


One of the worst fires in the 
history of the United States oc- 
curred Oct. 8, 1871, in Peshtigo, 
Wis., and environs, killing 1,152 
persons, the Insurance Informa- 
tion Institute reports,

1. Stidden loss of vision in one 
eye, or sometimes double vision, 
with complete recovery in 
several minutes. 

2. Sudden weakness, prickling 
sensation or numbness of armor 
leg with recovery after several 
minutes or up to twenty-four 
hours. 

3. Intermittent difficulty 
in speech or written communica- 
tion, 

4. Intermittent lack of muscu- 
lar coordination. 

The Heart Association also 
lists six risk factors of stroke 
and warns that the higher number 
of risk factors for any individual, 
the greater the chance of stroke. 
These risk factors include: 

1. High blood pressure. 

2. A history of brief, short- 
lived ‘‘small strokes.” 

3. A variety of heart abnor- 
malities which-can be detected by 
medical examination and x-ray. 

4. Evidence of hardening of 
the arteries in parts of the body 
such as the heart, neck and legs. 

5. Diabetes. 

6. Increased levels of blood 
cholesterol and other fats. 


Although these are the major 
risk factors associated with 
stroke, other factors to be con- 
sidered are cigarette smoking, 
high levels of red blood cells 
and the presence of gout. 

Stroke claims 211,000 lives an- 
nually and is outranked only by 
heart attacks (670,000) and can- 
cer (318,000) in the number of 
deaths caused each year. The 
risk factors of stroke are similar 
to those of heart attack; both 
are caused, for the most part, 
by a blockage of blood flow, pre- 
venting the delivery of oxygen to 
parts of the body beyond the 
clogged artery. 

When this blockage occurs in 
a blood vessel supplying the heart 
itself, a heart attack may occur. 


= 


When a blood vessel to the brain 
is blocked or when avessel inthe 
brain ruptures, a’stroke may 
occur. 

Because specific areas of the 
brain control body, arms, hands, 


legs, face, speech, reading and | 


sight, the effects of a stroke 
depend on which control center 
is deprived of blood and for how 
long. 
The effects of a stroke may be 
slight or severe, temporary or 
permanent, ail depending on the 
extent of cell damage and how 
effectively the body can repair 
the injured area of the brain 
or restore blood supply to it.

A pediatrician told: of his ex- 
perience in treating youngsters 
for insect bites and welts in his 
daily practice. He also told of 
the amount of medication being 
dispensed by veterinarians for 
dogs infected with heartworm 
from mosquitoes. 

The doctor felt that the relative 
costs between medical expenses 
and taxpayer expense for a pro- 
gram could not be equated, when 
the benefits to be accrued from 
spraying were considered. 

Mrs. Lawrence Lynch of Vine 
Street, who addressed the board 
and presented the petitions at 
the meeting two weeks ago, again 
spoke of programs undertaken 
by other communities and noted 
that the border towns of Tewks- 
bury and Wilmington had control 
programs, 

Mrs, Lynch also informed the 
board that a youngster visiting 
her home last weekend, playing 
in the yard for a short period of 
time, had 70 bites requiring 
treatment. . 

Other speakers told of pro- 
blems invarious sections of town, 
one woman noting the problem 
existed as early as 7 o’clock in 
the morning, 

The selectmen then voied to 
insert an article in the October 
town meeting warrant for the 
town’s consideration. 

Selectman Alan French com- 
mented on unknown costs of such 
a program, stating he had con- 
cern for environmental effects. 

The unknown costs include the 
damage to humans from in- 
secticidas, not only to birds and 
animals, he said, concluding with 
the comment that he had concern 
for such costs as well as having 
respect for the feelings of the 
petitioners for mosquito control.

How Your Telephone Works, 
portraying the conversion of 
sound toelectric current and back 
to sound. 

The entire exhibit is control- 
led by a custom-designed solid- 
state computer and voice play- 
back installation, the only one of 
its kind in the country.

John J. Droney may turn out 2 


to be just. another sacrificial 
lamb, but right now he’s still 
kicking. : 

The only thing the 61-year- 
old Middlesex County district 
attorney says he’s sacrificing 
in challenging U.S, Senator Ed- 
ward Brooke is five months of 
his time. 

**I’m going to win,” claims the 
amible, hard-line prosecutor 
who helped manage John F, Ken- 
nedy’s first campaign. ‘‘And I’m 
the only Democrat who can. I’m 
very confident. If we discuss 
issues and records, Brooke can’t 
survive,”’ 

Mr. Droney, whose hearty 
manner belies a tough stand onthe 
law and order issue, earlier this 
month won his party’s endorse- 
ment over seven rivals. 

Even if he wins the Septem- 
ber Democratic primary, though, 
how does he think he can beat 
the man who rolled up impres- 
sive victories in campaigns for 
Secretary of State, state Attor- 
ney-General and (in 1966) U.S, 
Senator? 

Because, Mr. Droney contends, 
the incumbent has lost touchwith 
the people who elected him. 


**Brooke has drifted away from 
what shouldbe his first concern,”’ 
says Mr. Droney, ‘‘making homes 
and streets safe. And he isn’t 
fighting for business. The con- 
tracts aren’t coming in. We 
should be getting everything. My 


slogan is‘Massachusetts first.’ ” 

While his secretary was on 
the phone ordering bumper stick- 
ers, the challenger outlined the 
lessons he feels he’s learned as 
chief law enforcement officer for 
the county with one-fourth of the 
state’s 5.6 million population. 

He hammers Sen. Brooke for 
being concerned with prisoners’ 
rights when, as Mr. Droney puts 
it, “people are prisoners intheir 
own homes.” 

He wants more curbson Fourth 
Amendment bans on unauthorized 
searches andonF ifthAmendment 
protection against self-incrimi- 
nation. 

‘As interpreted today,’? Mr. 
Droney argues, ‘‘these Amend- 
ments hurt drug enforcement. 
Brooke has voted against the last 
two nominees tothe!/.S, Supreme 
Court. But the Supreme Court is 
trying to achieve a balance be- 
tween society’s rights and an 
individual’s rights. In the last 15 
to 20 years, the decisions have 
been made against society.” 

The district attoreny condemns 
liberals with erasing obscenity 
laws ‘‘while there is fear in the 
cities,’ with stressing prison- 
ers’ rights while ‘‘failing to pro- 
tect the people who kept their 
contract with society.” 

‘High taxes, unemployment 
and safety will be my campaign 
themes,”’ he says. Arguing that 
he’s picked up significant Repub- 
lican support in four successful 
campaigns for his present job he 
says, ‘‘the people trust me.’’ 

He never intended to get in- 
volved in politics. 

After World War II combat 
action, he returned to his native 
Cambridge to make use of the 
law degree he’d earned, with 
honors, from Suffolk University. 
But he ran into an old sports 
buddy who introduced him to a 
fellow Navy veteran who wanted 
to run for Congress; John F', 
Kennedy. 

JFK and his father talked him 
into taking the job of campaign 
manager, though Mr. Droney says 
it was more luck than organiza- 
tion which helped young Kennedy 
win his first campaign. Rut he 
took time out from his law prac-

tice to work on Kennedy’s suc- 
cessful 1952 Senate fight. 

In 1956, Mr. Droney joined the 
district attorney’s office part- 
time, was later named first as- 
sistant, and, in 1959, was 


appointed district attorney by 


Governor Foster Furcolo, He’s 
since been elected four times; 
one of his current assistants is 
Mr. Furcolo, whose political 
career was ruined by Crime 
Commission probes prosecuted 
by then - Attorney General 
Brooke, 

Mr. Droney, although hailed 
at his party’s convention this 
month as a man who has‘‘never- 
known defeat,’ finished third in 
a four-way fight for the Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomination 
eight years ago.

Wait A While 


Relief for the mosquito problem will not be possible 
this year for rather apparent reasons, but with a little 
effort some may be due in the year ahead if everyone 
remembers the itching, scratching of the spring-summer in 
the comfortable Autumn days of October. ; 

The town meeting in October may have before it adop- 
tion of a mosquito control project for 1973. It will allow 
for planning and inclusion in a program for next year, 
with the hope for continued action on Andover’s borders 
by Wilmington and Tewksbury, as well as initiation of 
action by North Andover. 

The problem was brought before the selectmen a few 
weeks ago by some interested citizens, who sought relief 
this year. The selectmen and town manager looked into the 
matter rather thoroughly since, and, Monday night, re- 
ported that combatting of the problem this year would 
represent a “too little, too late,” effort. 

Spraying at this time of year is not recommended, 
since the chemicals now permitted have little residual 
effect, thus would be rendered useless within 24 hours of 
application. 

Chairman Robert A. Watters of the selectmen impressed 
upon the audience Monday night that the matter is con- 
sidered important and if some relief could be offered this 
year, his colleague would consider it. 

But experts have informed local officials the best hope 
is for the rains to cease, to gain some relief from the pesti- 
ferous insects, since mosquitoes need moisture to exist. 
Based on early experience, however, it seems more likely 
the building inspector will grant a permit for an Ark, rather 
than the weather changing. 

The petitioners seeking relief seem satisfied that the 
selectmen will: place before the voters a plan for positive 
action in the year ahead. 

As explained Monday night, our concern must be with 
the mosquito yet to come. 

According to the life cycle, the prolific monsters being 
swatted this year have already proliferated next year’s 


crop which is lying dormant in swamps and wetlands /¢ 


awaiting next year’s stinging season. 


With proper treatment during the winter, some of the 
sting of next year’s spring can be spared, it is felt. 

Hopefully the buzzing of the summer will not have been 
silenced sufficiently by the time the Autumn comfort of 
the October town meeting has set in. 

We anticipate more opposition from those who are 
conservation minded before then. It has been token to 
date. 

Attempts will be made to impress the fact that next 
spring may be dry, thus the problem abated, and even 
Jimmy the Greek wouldn’t give odds on that. 

There will be discussion of birds, harming of useful in- 
sects, etc. 

But, somewhere, we recall, there’s something about a 
balance of nature, and right now we’d like to see the scales 
tipping back to humans rather than mosquitoes.

All 
effective, long-lasting sprays kill 
birds, fish, and many of our help- 
ful insects, Also, most of the in- 
secticides used in mosquito con- 
trol, while reducing the 
immediate horde of mosquitoes, 
build up new species which are 
resistant to any insecticide. 

The July issue of the Mass- 
achusetts Audubon News has a 
comprehensive article on Mos- 
quito Control which I urge the 
700 signers of Mrs. Lynch’s 
petition to read carefully. From 
it I quote: ‘*The taxpayer pays 
for a program whose main bene- 
fits are enjoyed by a small and 
influential minority; the public as 
a whole suffers from a general, 
intangible degradation of the en- 


vironment which is clearly 
apparent only to the more 
environmentally aware.’’

Questions on consumer buying 
and home improvement expecta- 
tions will be asked in this area 
by Bureau of the Census inter- 
viewers during the first two 
weeks of July, according to 
Arthur G, Dukakis, Acting Di- 
rector of the Bureau’s Data Col- 
lection Center in Boston. 

The survey is taken four times 
yearly as part of a nationwide 
effort to collect information as a 
guide to Federal agencies and 
other groups in developing pro- 
grams onconsumer spending pat- 
terns. 

A sample of residents here 
will be asked if they expect to 
buy a house, car, or major ap- 
pliance during the next year and 
if they have made home improve- 
ments and repairs during the last 
three months and any planned for 
the future. 

Results of the last survey, 
taken in April, showed an 
increase in the number of house- 
holds expecting to buy houses, 
major appliances, furniture, and 
carpets over expectations re- 
ported in the January survey. 
However, expectations to buy new 
cars and to make home improve- 
ments were not significantly 
changed. 

Information supplied by indi- 
viduals participating in the sur- 
vey is kept confidential by law, 
and will be published only in the 
form of statistical totals.

About the first week- of May 
the Gypsy Moth begins to appear 
in Massachusetts and we see the 
hatching of 300-500 caterpillars 
from each buff colored egg mass. 
The caterpillars are brown, 
hairy, and have five pairs of blue 
dots and red dots on their backs. 

Each of these pests consumes 
one square foot of leaf area a day; 
in an eating orgy that lasts more 
than two months. During this 
time, more than 400,000 acres of 
valuable shade, ornamental, 
fruit,, and forest trees are 
stripped of their leaves, If the 
Gypsy Moth population were con- 
centrated in Essex County it 
would take less than 2 months to 
defoliate the entire county. It may 

not sound bad, but can you imagine 
late June without a green tree? 


Sometime between the last: 


week in June and mid-July the 
caterpillars seek a place to 
pupate. They now change into 
adults, 
for only two weeks after they 
leave behind 300 to 500 offspring 
for each mating. 

The watershed of Newark, New 
Jersey offers a grim prophecy 
of what will happen unless people 
are aware of the danger. In1968, 
116,000 oak trees were killed by 
defoliation of moths. In 1971 well 
over 1,000,000 oak trees were 
killed. A staggering increase, 
and in only 4 years. ; 

The Gypsy Moth populatioa /s 
contained in the Northeast region 
of the country. The weather is 
Suitable and the trees they feed 
on are plentiful. They prefer oak, 
white and gray birch, willow, 
linden, apple, and Colorado 
spruce, and will also eat hemlock 
and pine, Ash, locust, walnut, and 
tulip trees are usually not af- 
fected, 

Gypsy Moths are imported 
pests and have few natural 
enemies in this country. The best 
method of control is by applica- 
tions of Carharyl (Sevin) or 
Methoxychlor at recommended 
formulations and strength.

Gary C,. Ralph, the town’s new 
director of recreation and com- 
munity school program, began 
his duties here Monday morning, 

Ralph arrived on the job from 
his former post as superinten- 
dent of parks and recreation in 
Irvington, N.Y., anxious to get 
moving on Andover’s community 
school concept. 


A native of Maine, he has 
served in Maine communities 
in the field of recreation for 
several years before accepting 
the New York assignment in 1970. 


Ralph said that he is looking 
forward to implementing the 
town’s new policy of community 
school concept, hoping to get 
moving in that direction rapidly. 


He feels the program can be 
initiated in the early fall and 
plans to seek information from 
the town as to their desires for 
an all-encompassing recreation 
program, 


Ralph will be working wilh the 
town manager and the school de- 
partment to put the new program 
into effect. 


His initial duties this week 
have included getting acclimated 
and meeting municipal officials 
as well as visiting the town’s 
playgrounds and Pomp’s pond 
where the summer programs 
went into effect this week. 


Association Conducts Seminar 


The first of a series of semi- 
nars for members of the boards 
of health from towns bordering 
and close to the Shawsheen river 
was held recently at PhillipsAca- 
demy. Board of health members 
had suggested to Shawsheen River 
Watershed Association president 
William Gelzinis that the 
Association coordinate such a 
meeting to exchange information 
and to investigate as to how the 
boards can more effectively deal 
with environmental problems. 

Health board members attend- 
ing included Douglas Dunbar, An- 
dover; John Gherson and Dr. 
Simon  Bagdigian, 
James Durkee, Wilmington; and 
James Dillingham, Burlington. 
Lexington, Bedford, Tewksbury 
and North Andover’ repre- 
sentatives were unable to be 
present due to other com- 
mitments. The New England Re- 
gional office of the Environmental 
Protection Agency was repre- 
sented by Clyde Shufelt, Chief 
of the region’s Air and Water 
Program. 

The discussion on the many 
areas of concern to the health 
board were very fruitful, and all 
of the participants expressed an 
interest in holding future 
seminars. The watershed as- 
sociation plans to set one up in 
the fall and will make an effort 
to come up with a date agreeable 
to the health boards from all of 
the involved towns. 

Included in the several points 
brought out at the meeting were: 


1. Some health boards do not 
effectively use the authority and 
muscle within their perogative 
to prevent some of the abuses 


Billerica; — 


that are prevalent. 

2. Flood plain zoning is an 
absolute necessity whether or not 
the town has a sewer system. 

3. Every town should have a 
precise and accurate flood plain 
map. Although more expensive, 
a private firm can furnish sucha 
map much sooner than if going 
through state and federal 
channels. 

4, Problems in obtaining 
assistance at times from State 
agencies that are geared to handle 
such items as pollution, wetland 
violations, stream diversion, il- 
legal dumping, etc. 

5. A superior court decision 
giving health boards jurisdiction 
over drainage matters. Boards 
should insist on complete drain- 
age plans before approving any 
project, 

6. Court action shouldbe taken 
against persistent violators of 
health board orders. 

In summing up, the exchange 
of views and the detailing of 
action taken in certain situations 
was most helpful to those in at- 
tendance. Watershed association 
vice president Thomas Cone of 
Phillips Andover Academy 
moderated the seminar, assisted 
by president Gelzinis. Other as- 
sociation members participating 
in the discussions were secretary 
Beverly Gelzinis; treasurer
